Council considering 'municipal 
sponsorship ' to boost revenue

Citv Ckjundi Raportflf 
' Move aside Michael Jordan. 

The City of Virginia Beach may be 
cutting in on your territory by giving 
exposure to various products or services 
for a fee. 

In municipal circles, it's calkd 
"municipal sponsorship" and entails the 
, cash fee or in-kind contribution paid by 
the sponsor to the city for being allowed 
to promote the sponsor's product or 
soviet. 

Ron Kuhlman, director of meeting 
and sales for the city's convention and 
visitor develq)mentwing, explained the 
concept at a council work session 
Tuesday when he assured council that 
something like the Coca-Cola logo 
would not be appearing on the City Hall. 

And city employees won't be wearing 
logos on the sleeves of their business 
suits. The promotion would be nnore 
subtle, city officials say, and more in 



k^ing with the aesthetic image the city 
has been ending so much to establish. 
A number of municipalities,- said 
Ruhlman, are cnlering into agreements 
with corporate America to provide 
sponsorship opportunities as one way to 
increase the revenue pool without raising 
taxes. 

Last year, iKxording to tha International 
Events Group, a sponsorship 
organization, municipal sponsorship 
generated over $20 million annually. 

Coumil was interested enough in the 
plan, if cautiously, to direct Kuhlman to 
continue with planning to upgrade the 
present informal city handling of the 
sponsorships — sponsorship is not a 
completely new idea for the city — to a 
more formalized approach. 

The city of Buffalo, N.Y. has several 
spons(»ships. 

One gives the North American Health 
Plans, Inc. title rights to the city-owned 
minor-league baseball stadium, a 13-year

deal which earns the city $300,000 a 
year. In another agreement the city will 
receive paint worth $80,000 from kxal 
paint manufacturer Pratt & Lambert for 
which the company has received 
"Designated City Partner" status, a 
status displayed on paint cans and in- 
store displays. 

In Atlanta in 1993 the Atlaita 
Convention and Visitors Bureau and the 
Atlanta City Council siped a $3 million 
plus agreement with Visa for "ofTKial 
creditcardof Atlanta" status until 1997. 
In return. Visa was included in Atlanta's 



marketing materials, and was given 
visibility at the city's visittir ceinen, the 
airpcMt and oitet mimici|»I k>caboas. 

In early 1997, Ocean City, Md. SOned 
pitching packages to sponsors oikni^ 
exclusive vending at city-hosted festivals 
and "official product of Ocean City" 
status. 

Less than two months later, dte 
municipality has secured three 
sponsorships for a total of ^proximately 
$1.2 million, including a $1.1 million 
contract with Coca-Cola, a $50,000 
contract with Esskay, a packaged meat 
marketer, and Panama Jack sun care 
produces that signed a $37,000 contract

Next Tuesday, City Council will 
consid»an onlinance designed to protect 
public investment in areas of city by 
purchasing properties whose use wouU 
have an impact on Jbe sky 'igoals md 
(A^ecdves. ""^' 

Planning Director Robert Scott sakl 
that he knows of no similar program 
elsewhere and that the proposal was die 
result of creative, innovative thinking 
which council had encouraged his 
department to use in addressing 
devek^rnioit problems. 

In a report to council at a woikshq) 
TiKsday, Scott sud that a new approach 
must be creitted which will allow the city 
to protect its long-term economic 
intnesis. 

His proposal is to establish a publk; 
investment protection strategy which 
includes funds to purchase properties 
whose development would jeopardize the 
investment the city has ma^ or is about 
to make in quality-OTiCTted projects. 

The city would re^ll the iwopertybadc 
to the private sectw with conditions that 
protect the city's investment. All 
transactions would be strictly on a 
willing buyer — willing seller ba^s. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said 
she did not like the policy. She said that 
the city has a lot of zonings that never 
should have hai^ned, but the proposed 
policy has a lot of pitfalls. She mi that 
sane of these pieces of propoty will be 
waited by citizais fw partes. 

"I dcMi't want to see the city getting 
mwe in the real estate business than it 
already is." he said. 

"If we had such a policy years back," 
said Councilman John A. Baum, "we 
would be better off." 
The way the policy would work, said 



Scott, is that if the city invests in a 
major gateway to the city and adjacent 
jwoperty owners are planning to build a 
night club which the staff finds could be 
detrimental to the city investment an! 
current tools such as zoning ordinances 
are not adequate to deal with this 
situation, the policy would present 
another tod. 

The city may purchase the prc^rty and 
then place conditions on the property by 
deedrestricts limiting future use to office 
and control aesthetics. Money from the 
sale of the property would go back into a 
fund to support the public invesunent 
protection strategy. 

The i»x}gram would be supported by 
creating a fund using proceeds fomi the 
resale of the iwoperty with an additional 
source coming from proceeds from the 
sale of excess city property, the fiimh 
from the sale of rights of way closed by 
the city and rent from all undeveloped 
city-owned land. 

Funds from the- sale of excess city 
property currently used as a park would 
be designed for new parte acquisition. 

Some priority, said Scott, would be 
given to major investment areas of the 
city including the area in the vicinity of 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum 
where the city has made a coisiderable 
investment and will probably make 
more; the Lynnhaven MalVOcean 
Industrial Park area; The Central Library 
area, and the Princess Anne corridor/Lake 
Ric^area.

This soklier and thou- 
sands of others like him suffered the 
worst kind of torture — and Anally 
— death at the hands of theJ^janese. 
Some died mercifully. They were 
beheaded by the Japanese sworl 

Another prison^' in the samecamp 
said, "My biggest fear in prison camp 
was not the fear of dying, but the fear 
of dying in vain. I wanted to die fw a 
purpose, and that' s how I kept myself 
alive." I heard many Marines in the 
South Pacific say before an up and 
coming battle, "I'm fighting for my 
flag and country." Othos said, "If I 
am killed, it will be to make America 
a better place to live for my toved 
ones." 

Onboard a ho^ital ship I saw than 
bring in a young Marine about 21, 
Monica Lewindcy's age when Bill 
Clinton started messing with her. This 
poor fellow had been hit in the stom- 
ach and was trying his best to hold his 
intestines in his hands.

Up dose and personal 

Vivknne QoodxttC: ^ teaming e?(pemnce

School is obviously a learning experience 
for stiidents. but what about tcactere? 

In VivieniK Goodall's case, she's learning 
not only about American education, but 
lifestyles, culture and more. 

The 26-year-old is taking part in a Fulbrighi 
leachCT exchange. While leaching durd grade ai 
Plaza Elementary School in Viiginia Beach, 
die students' regular teacher, Christy Kincfaed, 
is instructing Goodall's pupils in Edinburgh, 
Scodand. 

The year-long program, in essence, allows 
the women to trade lives. Kindred lives in 
Goodall's home. Meanwhile, Goodall is cozy 
near the oc^uifront widi Kindred's roommates. 
The teachers are also keeping up with each 
otha's progress, exchanging ideas and trying 
their best to experience life in a foreign 
country. 

So far Goodall has labeled the experience 
"wonderful" and c<Misiders herself lucky to 
have been picked for die program. 

"At hpme the Fulbright organization is 
generally not known, but since coming here I 
understand diat it's a great hono-," she said. 

Goodall arrived in Washington, D.C. in 
early August, meeting Kindred for the first 
time. They spent a week with odier 
participants attending classes at Amoican 
University and getting to know one anodier. 
Then they were off on their education 
adventures. 

Goodall, diough a Briton, quickly learned to 
slow down her speech after Americans had 
difficulty understanding her Scottish Ixogue. 

"The first couple of days my roommates 
were so bemused. They kept saying, "Say 
something else!' I'm going to go home this 
year and wonder why people don't think I'm a 
novelty! At home we have car parks, and here 
it's parking lots. At home it's petrol stations. 
Here it's gas stations. I'm going to go home 
and seem so pretentious because I'll be using 
all diese American words," she smiled. 

Courses in Washington prepared Goodall 
for the American education system. But it 
wasn't until she stepped into die classroom 
that Goodall saw die major differences. 

"Over here I'd say lessons are much more 
area-based — a science lesson, a social studies 
lesson, a language arts lesson, a health lesson 
and a math lesson — within a time frame, 
basically a week. However, at home Fd 
basically teach it all dirough a dieme and not 
compartmentalize it. If we were studying 
ancient Greece I'd incorporate it all — history, 
math, language. That's the way we leach 
across Britain." 

Goodall also had to acclimate herself to 
leaching all children die same subject at die 
same time, rather dian a math group at one 
table and a language group at another. The 
American mediod. she said, m^es for quieter 
classrooms. 

"There's much more buzz at home. The 
chiMrcn hwe are so quiet!" she laughed. "The 
first day they all came in andquiedy sat down 
not knowing what to expect. I was amazed 
that diey all listened to me. What a novelty!" 

Classroom intercoms and the size of die 
school also proved intriguing. 

"I'm sure diere must be some schools at 
home dial use them (intercoms), but I teach in 
a tiny school widi only five teachers. That's 
another difference. Here diere are Ave teachers 
on my grade level! This classroom (17 
students), however, is about what size I have 
at home. 

"And there's a funny story about die 
intercom. During one of the first weeks I was 
here someone called my name. The childroi 
kept looking at me, and I diought diey were 
jdring when they said I could answer back. 
The diought of speaking to a box on die 
waU!" 

Language has been a challenge. "Full stops" 
translate to the punctuation mark "period," and 
Scottish "pants" are better known in Amoica 
as "underwear." The British "bin" or "bucket" 
is more familiar as a "trash can" here. 

"I find something new to laugh about every 
day. I'w be«i the butt of many jokes — good- 
natured j(4ces, diough," she said. 

Goodall relies on mass transit at home, but 
had to lejun to drive in Scodand before 
tiaveling to Uie United States. That dkh't 
preclude her from getting lost, though, 
coming to Plaza for the first time. 

"The ride should have taken me IS or 20 
minutes, but I drove around two or dice 
hours. I even had to sb^ at anotherschool and 
ask duections!" 

Goodall's classroom adventme ends in June, 
but her America odyssey will not. She'll join 




odier teachers traveling die United States from 
coast to coast before returning to Scodand in 
the fall. No doubt she'll do quite a bit of 
shopping along die way, somediing Goodall 
has become proficient at since coming to 
America. 

"I diink I've doubled my wardrobe!"^ 
joked. "I don'tknow how I'm going to get it 
all home!"

13. 

The facility will include a 
classroom, vid Hazelwood expects 
tiiat school groups andotiiers will 
use tiiat area when tiwy return £tom 
seining or other water-relaied 
activities. It will also include an 
area for historical and 
environmental exhibiu. "We will 
recycle exhibiu horn tiie Marine 
Science Museum, and we will 
focus on die culture of tiiis ma," 
including the history of botii die 
native Americans and the eariy 
English settim, Hazelwood ad(kd.

not an appropriate activity forstue 
parks, and which activities would 
conflict with the park's naunal 
setting. 

"Is golf OK in a state park?" he 
asked hypothetically. "And we 
must also remember that some 
activities might conflict witii odm 
activities" as well as with die 
natural environmeni 

Still, park users can expect to see 
mme public private partnerships in 
the coming decade, according to 
Wyatt andotiiers who spolceat die 
symposium. Cynthia Small, 
executive director of tiie Sussex 
County, Delaware Convention and 
Tourism Commission, said tiiat 
her agency's working wiUi a local 
bank to attract more tourisu to 
inland Delaware. 

Each summer, the small towns 
along the Delaware coast are 
overwhelmed as visitors who flock 
to die beach create traffic jams and 
strain public facilities. 

Meanwhile, Small added, die 
inland freshwater rivers, with dieir 
abundant fishing and boating 



opportunities, are tourist havens 
that are waiting to be discovered. 
When staff members at Sussex 
County Convention and Tourism 
Commission approached a kx:ai 
bank for matching funds to 
promote these inland attractions 
they found willing listeners. 
Credit<ard carrying tourists are a 
lucrative source of revenue for 
banks, 'Small said, and diese 
bankers were willing to qjcnd 
money to tq> into tiw market, 

The symposium also focused cm 
business opportunities for small 
businesses interested in providing 
nature-based activities. Locally, a 
group of tour operators and public 
agencies, including the Virginia 
Beach Department of Parks and 
Recreation have formed die 
Virginia Ecotourism Association 
to promote nature-tmsed travel in 
Virginia. 

The group's mission, according 
to Pete Hangen, acting recreation 
program coordinator with the city 
department of ;»rks and recreatkxi, 
is "to protect Virginia's natural 
resources, to develop, promote and 
market a professional ecotoimsm 
industry in Virginia, and to 
promote safe, quality experknces 
for tiie ecotravelm." 

VETA, which began me^g last 
year, consists of 3S n^mii 
members who are woridng widi die 
Virginia Coastal Program, a 
networic of state and local agencies 
formed to protect coastal resources.

Madison Mayre of 
Montgomery County has proposed 
eliminating die state sales tax on 
food by die year 2006. Mayre's 
plan would cost the 
Commonwealdi $208 million in 
lost revenue. The car tax rqieal 
will cost about $500 millkm. 

"With my food tax relief 
measure, diere are no refunds to 
figure out. no vouchers to be 
mailed back and forth, no extra 
work for local officials and no 
bureaucracy," says Mayre. The 
Senate Finance Committee is 
looking into Mayre's plan to 
elii^inate the food Ux. The 
question should not be "can «e 
afford to cut die food tax?" 

It should be "how can we not cut 
the food tax." It's an idea dia's 
time has come.

Afto* just two mondis on the job, Cheryl 
Lee is already deeply entrenched in "walk 
seascMi," die time when March of Dimes 
gears up for iu biggest fund-raian of the 
year. 

The Virginia Beach office is filled wtah 
sponsc^ship forms, and the phones are 
humming widi questions about the April 
walks. Lee has been busy making special 
displays tracing the organization from iu 
inception in 1938. wguiizing walk teams, 
visiting the General Assembly and 
spreading die word abtrat March of Dimes' 
60th anniversary. 

The ultimate ifoX of all diis is ensuring 
dud ev^ baby is bom widi a healdiy start 
fiee of iHidi defects. 

"We have a mission for die year 2000 to 
reduce birdi defecu by at least 10 percent 
The national infant mortality rate is eight 
per 1.000. biM we'd like to see diat go down 
to seven per 1 ,000 birdu." she ex|di^ied. 

A Chesapeake resident. Lee also said diat 
March of Dimes would like to ensure l^ 
2000 diat 90 percent of womch get prenatal 
care in dieir first trimester, compared to 80 
percent today, and increase access to 
^>propriate and afTordable healdi care. 

"In Virginia, in 1996 alone. 711 babies 
died before their first birthday," she 
lamented. "That equates to 50 kindergarten 
classrooms. That's high. It's mind-bt^ling 
to me diat in die United States babies stand 
a worse chance of reaching their first 
birthday compared to 24 Mh^ nations. That 
has to do widi teen-age pregnancy, modiers 
in poverty, mothers not getting proper 
prenatal care." 

The March of Dimes is battling diat 
dirough research, advocacy and education. 
Grants are awarded to'die Resoimce Modiers 
program, which pairs older, experienced 
moUiers to mentor young mothos-to-bee. 
Among March of Dimes' breakdiroughs in 
Uie last six decades have been die polio 
vaccine, intensive care nurseries and 
surgeries diat correct birth defects white a 
baby is still in die womb. 

Still, Lee said, most of die organization's 
publicity comes at WalkAmerica time. 

"One of the complaints we hear a lot is 
diat. 'You never hear about March of Dimes 
until WalkAmerica season.' But we're out 
there all year long widi fund-raisers." she 
said. "I'm trying to change that inu^e, 
aldiou^ it's not going to hq^n ovonighL 
I wttit us to be visible all year kmg. We're 
not just about asking for money. We warn to 
give back to die community." 

Lee, a PtHtsmouth native and gnubiaiB of 
Wilson High School, said w(»king widi 
March of Dimes ttkes a special love of and 
willingness to work widi peqiie. 

"We're volunteer driven." she explained. 
"When I was hired I was interviewed by 
March of Dimes staff people, but also 
volunteers. We all wwk hand in hand 
because widwut volunte^s diere's no way 
my staff of five couM do all diat needs to be 
done in die greater Hampton Roads area." 

Before b«;oming director in January, Lee 
had already put in her dues as a volunteer. 
For Uie past 10 years she helped March of 
Dimes as a walk planning committee 
memb«' and in otho' cairacities. 

"I also don't ask anyone to make a 
contribution or come on in to volintea if I 
don't feel it will help diem, too. When you 
give you get so much back in reunn. 
There's sometiiing for everyone. Believe 
me, Uiis time last year 1 didn't have a clue 
I'd be woricing lot March of Dimes," she 
smiled. "This is more dian 1 dr^med wouM 
ever happen. God has been so good to me."

It's a ZOO out there

Two mornings a week, 
though, hU prKtke takes him 
to the Virginia Zoo, where a 
myriad of exotic and domestic 
creatures await his care. It's 
just a small part of Dr. John's 
practice, but to zoo staff and 
volunteers it's a v^ impOTtant 
me. 

Suffers greet him with a 
friendly "Hey. Dr. John." 
jdcingly saying his new name 
should be "Doc Hollywood" 
since his magazine 
appearance. 

There's little time fior 
gaU>ing, however, after animal 
registrar Lisa Behm hands 
Sangenario a list of animals 
that need attention. He unfokls 
the scrap of paper, quickly 
skimming the crittos that he'll 
see today — chinchilla, 
douioucouli, tenrec, lemur. 

Since he began servicing the 
zoo in 1990, Sangenario has 
seen just about evnything. 

Today is no exception. Behm 
even consults the veterinarian 
about a pet snake that may 
have swallowed a toy mouse 
thinking it was real food. The 
question is wheth«- the serpent 
can digest the toy. That's the 
last of Sangenario's concons. 

First he heads to the 
nocturnal house, where the 
lemur and douroucouli (a small 
Amazonian monkey) make 
their home. 

Sail|{011ftrio entertains a 
myriad of questions and banters 
amiably about his work on the 
way to the nocturnal house. 
Volunteers and staff, some who 
pkingly nfer to themselves as 
"groupies." are in tow. 

"He's unusually good with 
animals," says volunteer 
Nancy Harrell, carrying Uie 
doctor's heavy case. "He said 
that people become vets for 
different reasons — some 
maybe their father pushed them 
into it even if they don't have 
an affinity for animals.H 
different. He just loves the 
anifflals." 
^ "^I can't ay that I wanted to 
'^be a zoo veterinarian," 
Sangenario explains. "I was a 
veterinarian when this 
q^wrtunity came up." 

The doctor pursued vetNinary 
medicine because he was 
much more attuned to the 
needs of four-legged pati«its 
that the two*legged wiety. 

"I was a junior in high 
school, which is Und of early 
for a Ud to start planning whit 
to do with his life. I knew I 
liked biology and medicine, 
but there was no way I could 
be a doctor. I didn't think I 
could deal with death and 
dying and people. I'm kind of 
introverted. 
"So then I was sitting in a

dentist chair and thinking there 
was no way I could do that 
either." he says. "But why not 
veterinary medicine? Of 
course, little did 1 realize that 
what you deal with animals 
you're dealing with people 
mostly anyway." 

Even Sangenario's high 
school yearbook predicted he'd 
go into die field. 

Growing up in 
Massachusetts, the doctw lived 
in suburbia, but his 
grandparents had an apple 
orchard in the country. 

"They were just getting out 
of the horsedrawn-plow age 
into the tractors," he 
reminisces. "I think I had a 
fondness for animals. I had a 
good experiences growing vp 
with bringing pets to the 
veterinarian. That's the main 
thing." 

Sangenario graduated firom 
the Ohio State Univeralty's 
College of Veterinary 
Nfedlcine in 1979. He camB to 
Virginia Beach in 1984, whoe 
he established an ambulatory 
practice. Dominion Equine 
Clinic, which wife Susan helps 
manage, opened in 1994. 

Inside the nocoimal 

house, Sangenario checks out a 
wary lemur for hair loss. The 
tiny animal, body still and eyes 
big, cautiously regards the 
human poking about in his 
haMtat with a fladilight 

'This will jvotebly be a hair 
loss of undetermined origin," 
Sangenario says, examining 
the hairless tip of the lemur's 
tail. 

A volunteer sug(^sts that the 
animal may be pregnant and

pulling out its hair to nest. 
Sangenario considers the idea, 
then pans the light around the 
exhibit looking for tell-tale 
signs of nesting. 

No luck. In fact, there's no 
hair at all toebe found. Anotlwr 
volunteer suggests that the 
animal has prob{d>ly eaten it. 

For now, Sangenario says, 
he's going to hold off on a 
biopsy. Before leaving the 
nocturnal house, he stops by 
the douroucouli exhibit to 
check out a male that has had 
a vasectomy. Stitches healing 
nicely, the animal is 
IMonounced "OK." 

Before the morning is over, 
he will have three mcve stops 
— the volunteer uiuler, where 
he suggests a new ointment for 
the tenrec (disunt relative to 
the hedgehog), and some 
outdoor cages where the 
chinchilla is examined for fiir 
loss. 

"The think about treating 
exotic animals is weighing the 
advantages of treating versus 



the disadvantages of maybe 
having them hurt themselves or 
using the occasional restraint 
method. You have to weigh 
whether the animal warrants 
intervention," he says. 

"The hair loss in that 
chinchilla, fcH- example. If I'm 
here twice a week can't I keep 
an eye on it and maybe it'll get 
better on its own. Or should I 
jump in on a treatment That's 
what I have to deal with." 

The smaller animals are 
nice, but Sangenario likes the 
challenges provided by the 
larger creatures. Elephants, 
though high-maintenance 
animals, are his favorite. 

"The elephanu get bathed 
and worked with every day," 
he smiles. "It's all kinds of 
stuff. But the reptiles, they just 
hang out. One of the good 
things about the zoo is that the 
keepers here are very well 
trained." 

Sangenario's last stop of the 
morning is the administration 
building, where Behm has 
placed a toy mouse on the 
desk. Hie furry cat's toy could 
easily be mistaken for the real 
thing — enough so to possibly 
fool a snake. 

Sangenario takes out a small 
blade and cuts open the toy. 
The insides prove to be catnip 
and a sawdust-like substance, 
probably easy for the snake to 
digNt 

Surgery, he says, wtm't be 
warranted. 

That task done, Sangenario 
prepares fwthe rest of his day. 
The morning is gone, but 
horses await, there are farms to 
visit and plenty more miles to 
put on his {rickiqi truck.

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Put the lottery to good use

Believe it or not, there was a 
time when the idea of a lottery in 
Virginia was heresy. 

There are opponents on the 
political left who say that the 
lottery is an insidious tax on the 
poor because those folks don't 
know enough not to play. There 
are those on the religious right 
who believe that gambling is a sin 
and the state should not be engaged 
in "running numt)ers," as it used to 
be called in the old days. 

Today the lottery is generally 
accept«l by the vast majority of 
Virginians. There is even hwse 
racing in Virginia, although the 
idea of riverboat casinos was sunk 
a couple years ago. Many peq)le 
voted for the lottery because they 
thought, as some politicians had 
promised, that the proceeds would 
all go toward education. Not so. 

Currently, the vast majority of 
lottery proceeds get dumped into 
the "general fund," where they can 
be used for everything from 
highway signs to new curtains for 
the governor's mansion. 

By throwing those proceeds into 
this pot of money, politicians have 
come to regard that as untouchable 
revenue and just factor this special 
' fund into regular spending. Not a 
good long-term strategy because 
lottery funds go up and down with 
the economy. 

Del. Tom Jackson of Carroll 
County has come across an idea 
that would put the lottery funds to 
good use. Jackson would pump all

of Virginia's lottery profits, about 
$350 million a year, into a new 
fund to build or renovate schools. 

Undo- the proposal a local school 
division could receive a state grant 
if it matches the state contribution 
for the school construction project 
There are currently $6 billion 
worth of school construction 
projects needed across Virginia over 
the next five years. 

Many school districts are using 
makeshift trailers and oamped 
classrooms. 

Jackson's plan has gained some 
support in the General Assembly. 
There are some on the House 
Finance Committee who wony 
that by removing all of the lottery 
proceeds from the general fimd 
there will be a big hole in the state 
budget. 

Howevo' this is the time to get 



Virginia's state budget off of its 
lottery fix. We are flush with a 
surplus and the economy is solid. 
Revenues are coming in ahead of 
schedule, so why not dedicate the 
lottery surplus to the new school 
construction fund! 

Rq)ublicans have generally been 
opposed to this plan to increase 
school construction. They want to 
give out the car tax cut first aid 
then talk alx)ut putting roofs over 
classrooms. Surely there can be a 
solution. 

Proceeds from the lottery couU 
be dedicated to the school 
construction fund in a phased-in 
manner. For instance in 1998, 15 
percent of the lottery proceeds 
collected by the state could be set 
aside for school construction 
projects. In 1992, 25 percent of the 
lottery funds would go to school 
construction and so on. Slowly we 
could wean the state budget off its 
reliance on the lottery and put the 
money into an investment for our 
future. 

Virginia has not provided funding 
to local school construction in 
more than 50 years. It is high time 
that Richmond take an interest in 
providing our children with quality 
facilities and give them another 
edge in the international global 
competition for the jobs of the 
future. To keep throwing the 
lottery funds into the general fund 
will bie to gamble with our future.

Last week I called a high school 
friend of mine in my old hometown 
of Dublin, Ga. We chatt»] about many

It was in 1 94 1 , and I remember die 
names and positions of most of die 
players on my team. We had a full- 
back named Skinny Clark. Skinny 
was about 6-feet tall and weighed 
220 pounds. Only God knows how he 
got die name "Skinny." TTien tiierc 
was George Bradshaw, who played 
halfbackand was builtlikeaSherman 
tank. 

We were a good team and we were 
prepared to slaughter Vidalia. Just 
before die start of the game I noticed 
that one of the players on die Vidalia 
team had only half of his left arm. His 
jCTsey fit tighdy over what would 
have been his elbow. 

I felt sorry for the fellow and sus- 
pected that he would play very litUe 
widi his "handicap," but we were all 
in for one heck of a surprise. It uimed 
out diat he was dieir star player. They 
won die toss and we kicked ofi' to 
them. On die first play finm scrim- 
mage the ball was snapped to diis 
fellow and he shot through our defen- 
sive line like a bullet 

I was playing defensive linebw;ker 
and since he was coming my way it 
was left up to me to stop him. I was set 
to tackle him when he stiff armed me 
widi his partial left arm and I have 
never be«i hurt so bad in all my life. 
I rolled over on my side just in time to 
see him crossing the goal line. 

Blood was spewing from my nose 
and I sat on the bench for die rest of 
the game. Tliey kept giving him die 
ball and he kept malting touchdowns. 
Vidalia beat us by three touch- 
downs, all made by die handici^qied 
fellow diat I had felt so sorry f(x. 
Since dial day so long ago, I have 
seen wond^s performed by individu- 
als with handicaps, and it taught me 
to never underestimate someone diat 
might be that way.

The sky isn't even the limit any 
more for today's young women. In 
fact, many of Hampton Roads' 
young ladies learned "Girls Can 
Too!" at a special conference last 
weekend. 

No longer are women restricted 
mainly to low-paying jobs or 
cotain fields. Careos are wide qien 
to anyone willing to prepare for 
them — but these days there is 
also a need to start early because 
many high-paying jobs recpme 
specialized training and preparation. 

Middle school-aged giris from all 
over the city came for a Girls Can 
Too conference at the Virginia 
Beach campus of Tidewater 
Community Ccrilege (TCC). 
Sponsored by the Virginia Beach 
Chapter trf the American 
Association of University Women 
(AAUW)and TCC. the axrfeiwice 
introduced the girls to woAien in 
non-traditional fields. 

A forest ranger, a chef, a doctor, 
an FBI agent who is also a lawyer, 
a sports physiologist, an 
entrepreneur, an engineer, a 
meteorolt^ist, and a pilot talked to 
tl^m abcMit their re^ieclive fields. 

Women are still uncfer-rqiresented 
in the meteorological fieki 
explained Chikage Windier, the 
new WVEC-TV fwecast». 

"The field is dominated by men," 
^stid. 

Windier noted that she had made 
her own career decision as a ninth 
gmtor — not much older than her 
sixth mi seventh grade listeners — 
after doing a histmcally-b^ 
report on weather information 
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including data as far back as 400 
B.C. for a history fair. 

She explained that preparation for 
the field requires a good badcgiound 
in science and math courses. 

"You have to take calculus," she 
said. "You have to be able to 
perform differential equations 
because you need the ability to 
comprehend and understand what 
you are doing." 

A native of C&lahoma and recent 
graduate of the University rf 
Oklahoma, Windier explained that 
her listenera would have to conskier 
going to a college out of state 
because none of the Virginia 
colleges as of yet offer degrees in 
meteorology. The closest colleges 
offoing the programs of which she 
is aware me in Pennsylvania and 
North Carolina. 

In another room Rowena 
Fullinwider was acting like a 
cheerful homemako' giving amsf 
slices of pound cake. But the 
founder and president of Rowena's 
Inc. is really a successful 
businesswoman managing 16 to 18 
employees. 

But she was once a busy 
homemako-. 

Fullinwider's successful 
wholesale, retail and mail ardor 
cake business was bom 6om 
baking delicious goodies for 
fundraiso^ that were her volunteer 
outlet. Her friends liked 
Fullinwider's cakes so much that 
that they started asking her to sell 
them.

Up close and personal

"Clean and green" mean more than 
placing recyclables at the curbside fv 
collection. 

City recycling coordinator Debbie Devine 
strives to make it a Virginia Beach way of 
life. 

"I love what recycling means as a 
concept," said Devine, who has been with 
the Department of Waste Management 
since 1990. "The city has always taken a 
real ^gressive stance to reducing the waste 
stream. Our recycling program has taken a 
while to mature to this level. We've had our 
highs and our lows to be sure, but a city of 
this size and land mass needs a recycling 
program that appeals to the non-recycler." 

Devine doesn't think of recycling as 
merely taking bottles and cans out of the 
garbage and placing them in another 
container. 

"I think of it as harvesting raw materials 
for manufacture. It's a very different 
approach," she said. "We taking it all out 
and doing what with it? We're making 
plastic lumber, for example, from your 
shampoo bottle. Or my business cards — 
they have recycled paper in them. We're 
harvesting for manufacturing instead of 
using raw material. Manufacturers need 
supplies, so how do you get them? You and 
me." 

Making recycling attractive is part of 
Devine's job. The easier it is for residents, 
the more likely they'll think twice before 
pitching an aluminum can or discarding 
junk mail. 

"I can't say enough about the residents of 
Virginia Beach," said Devine, who credits 
them with making curbside and drcqH}fl' 
recycling successful. Even when the city's 
curbside collection program was suspended 
for some time, residents continued widi 
their commitment 

"We collected as much tonnage in the 
one year that we had just drop-off as we 
collected in the year we had curbside," she 
said. 

Devine estimates that within a full year of 
curbside 's reinstatement, Virginia Beach 
will have collected 40,000 tons of 
recyclables. 

What is collected for recycling? Devine 
said just about anything — cardboard, 
chipboard, plastic bottles, metals, glass 
(clear, green and brown) and paper. The 
latter can include evnything from telephone 
books to newspqxrs and unwanted nutil. 

Tlie program is currently condiuuin^ a 
tlvee-montt experiment to see how many 
non-recyclables aree received. 

"So far it's proving to be a insignificant 
number, looking real good. I worked the 
pick line one day. We did 52,000 pounds of 
material and I was real imfvessed. There's a 
lot of room for abuse because it is 
voluntary, but I was impressed. There was a 
potato, plastic bags and a taip — it could 
have been much worse," she said. 

Devine says recycling is a growing 
industry intrinsically linked to others. 

"Whoever brings in the best product will 
get the best price. It's a commodities 
market, so prices can be high or kw. 
They're affected by global marketing. An 
Asian economic disaster has an effect on 
the recycling market, because, if Uieir 
economy is down they're not buying as 
much. You can't pick one piece out It's all 
connected globally, whether you're selling 
com, cardboard or bottles." 

She hq)es others will see this relationship 
between the environment and the economy. 
"It's more than tree huggers," she 
maintained. "It's good economics. It's 
clearly economically beneficial to Virginia, 
for example, to have clean water. If you 
don't have seafood to catch then you don't 
have seafood to feed people and people are 
out of woric. It is good economics to be 
environmentally sound." 

Devine is a founding member of the 
Virginia Recycling Association and serves 
on the National Recycling Coalition board 
of directors. She also serves as missions 
chairperson at Tabernacle Methodist Church 




and is a graduate of First Colonial High 
School and Virginia Commonwealdi ' 
UnivCTsity.

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Ship could come in for salvagers of Juno

Salvage operations are totally 
dqioxlent upon the weather which 
often seems to shift abruptly in 
th^ immeditfe area. 

"Within. a day, it would get so 
bad right on that site that it would 
shut us down." observed King. 
"On a 120-foot boat with waves 
breaking across it, we'd have to 
teave." 

King recaUedthat after traveling 
a few miles ^m the shipwreck 
site, the condilicms wcwld improve 
dramatically. 

"You go four or five miles, it 
lays right down. It's really weird." 
It leaves you with the idea, 'Hey, 
no wonder this thing sunk if it had 
to fight this mess,'" King noted. 

"Just about ever since we flatted 
looking, we've run into that" he 
nodded thoughtfully. "Most every 
time we've been chased off by 
weather." 

King remembered that 

on one occasion they were sailing 
along while doing survey work 
when they re<%ived a call on the 
radio advising them that a storm 
was on the way. 

Within 30 minutes, the wind 
started blowing and the rain pelted 
the crew as they pulled in 
equipment and secured it. 
Lightning hit close enough to the 
boat that it knocked all the 
electronics out 

"It really got rough. We packed 
up and left. I know we hadn't gone 
five miles. It laid right down — 
just as nice as it could be," King 
grinned. 

While Quicksilver International 
has hadprojecu all over the worid, 
according to Rogers, its first 
priority is the frigate Juno. 

"Our primary focus has always 

been the Juno," he insisted. 

, What do Rogers and Quicksilver 

'investors expect to recover from 

the shipwreck if it is indeed the 

Junol 

"It's a big question mark on 
that." said Rogers. 

"We fall back on the research 
which we've done on the Juno — 
the fact that it was a king's ship 
I charged with bringing back value 
[ for the king of Spain." The captain 
of the Jimo was a highly respected 
treasure captain, Don Juan Ignacio 
BustiHo." { ---

information that was compiled for 
Quicksilver, the Juno left Vera 
Cruz, Mexico as part of a company 
of five ships that carried a secret 
shipment back to Spain. 

"By virtue of that we have not 
found a manifest," noted Rogers. 
'And the researchmtell us that we 
won't because customarily when 
ships went b^k with nomial-type 
cargoes, a manifest was sent in 



advance of the subject ship so that 
Spain knew what was coming. 

"But that's the last thing you 
would want on a secret shipment," 
Rogers insisted "If the ship with 
the manifest were captured, they 
[captors] would be lying in wait for 
the vessel with the secret cargo. So 
we know that it was part of a secret 
shipment. It left with raormous 
value." 

On the trip back to Spain, the 
Juno lost a main mast off Florida 
and put in to San Juan, Puerto 
Rico for rq)airs. 

Researchers have found 
information that indicates that the 
original cargo loaded in Vera Cruz 
was unloaded in San Juan and 
shipped to Spain aboard {modier 
vessel while the Juno underwent 
repairs. 

After repairs, the Juno left San 
Juan with another cargo. 

"And our research tells us that — 
and this is a quote — Treasure 
from the treasury of the island' was 
loaded on board.'" Rogers said. 
"How do you define that? We 
can'L" 

Retearcheri discovendin 
the archives in Seville that the 
Juno waited for the Afiican 
Battalion to arrive in San Juan. 
"That doeai't make sense," Rogos 
insisted. "Why would the Juno 
wait three months for Spanish 
army regulars to arrive from the 
west coast of Africa? What are they 
bringing to the Juno to take bade 
to Spain? What were those troops 
protecting? There was something 
there — over and above — the 
treasure from the treasury of the 
island." 

He continued, "When the Jiuio 
sank, there was an Amoican 
schooner (Favorita) along side 
which helped us with locational 
data. It was definitely at sea — not 
within sight of land — by uiy 
means." 

"We were able, from the 
locational data that we found in our 
research, to place it and be able to 
estimate it's speed, course etc. 
which placed it in this area. We 
initially were searching in a five 
mile area, and we've honed it 
down," he explained. 

"We actually have what we call a 
'mag field' (magnetometer) that has 
120 or 130 hits in it which are 
seatieredand they lead down to this 
rvltimate location," Rogers 
estimated. "We've taken 

measurements on. this-of width and 
length; they're in keeping with the 
sizeofthe/iM(7." 

A stern post assembly, sans 
rudder, and a 2,500-pound bronze 
cathedral bell with Spanish 
characters wo-e the initial artifacts 
which led to the discovery of the 
shipwreck which Rogers and his 
colleagues seem certain is that of 
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the Juno. 

In Bfarch of 1987, 40 miles 
off Assateague Island, Cecil Robles 
accidentally snagged the 2,300- 
pound cathedral bell while traveling 
between scallop beds. When 
Robles made a second pass Arough 
the area, he recovraed a portion of a 
ruddo' post with bronze gudgeons. 

Robles approached Quicksilver 
International about his find in 
October 1987 and an agreement 
was made to salvage the wreck. 

Since that time, side-scan sonar 
has confirmed the location of the 
wreck, and Quicksilver 
International has filed papers in 
Federal District Court in Norfolk 
to "arrest the wreck" which 
safeguards the wreck from other 
U.S. citizens and companies. 

Exhaustive electronic surveys 
located abundant primary and 
secondary marks, and a principal 
target was electronically idratified. 
That site was viewed with a video 
drop camera lowered from the 
survey ship. 

Deck planking, wooden ribs and 
a debris field Consistent with a 
wooden sailing ship were viewed 
through the camera lens. In 
addition, the wreck has been viewed 
from a two-man submersible, the 
site has been video taped, and an 
assortment of artifacts has been 
retrieved. 

As •oon at the ««ather 
permits. Quicksilver International 
plans to reuim to the wreck site to 
salvage more artifacts and initiate 
the removal of sand covering the 
ship's deck. With the sand cleared, 
the salvors will deckle how to best 
penetrate the wreck. 

This next trip, they hope, will 
establish beyond doubt that this 
wreck is indeed that of the Juno. 

Perhaps the strongest evidoice 
that the wreck is the Juno rests 
with one of those first artifacts 
recovered — the stern post 
assembly without the rudder. 

"We do know that the Juno lost 
its rudder the day before it sank," 
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King observed. "This ship 
definitely had lost its niddcr 
because there is no stain from a 
metal pin in the bronze gudgeons. 

"These gudgeons were not used 
by the Spanish until 1780," 
Rogers noted. "Once again, the 
Juno was not built until 1789. 
Time wise it all fits. 

"Candidly, the ships that the 
Spanish built were not as well 
constructed as those that were built 
in Havana because they were made 
of mahogany. If they were built in 
the Philippines, they were built of 
teak. This was made of oalf, and 
we've had researchers tell us they 
had to be rebuilt every 10 or 12 
years," he said. 

"Well, at this point in time 
[1802], the Juno is 13 years old," 
Rogos obsoved. 

Because of the age of the Juno 
and oaken construction of the 
shipwreck, Rogers and King 
suspect that rough weather played 
havoc with the old ship and caiued 



it to COTie apart at the seams. 

"We've always approached this 
thing trying to disprove it is die 
Juno," recalled Rogers. 

"That's really the tack that you 
need to take because you can 
always talk yourself into the kiea 
that it is the Juno," he 
acknowledged. 

In other words, Rogers asks 
himself if there is anything that 
indicates that the shipwreck is not 
the Juno. 

"And we haven't stumbled across 
that — both from a research aspect 
and from a ship construction 
aspect" 

What's holding up the Juno 
operation? Rogers laughed and 
adced, "Can you spell El Nino? 

"Everybody else blames 
everything on El Nino, but 
candidly that's exactly what it is," 
he said. "We have to have some 
fairly calm wind conditions which 
will give us calm sea conditions. 
We like to see wind coming out of 



the west if at all possible — 
coming offshore. It's tough out 
thwe; it's a different environment," 
Rogers noted. 

"Some of our operational people 
that have been out there say tliat 
this location almost generates its 
own weatho'," he recalled. 

With a little good weather, a lot 
of hard work, and maybe a little 
luck, Rogers and King may come 
up with a definitive answer to a 
simple question. 

Is this shipwreck that of the 
Spanish frigate Junol Rogers and 
King certainly intend to do 
whatever they can to get to the 
bottom of the issue.

After IS years of wrangling and 
court battles, the city had a 
reliable, plentiful source of water. 

Two weeks later council voted 
to lift water restrictions which 
had been in place for six years. 

"Having Lake Gaston on line 
will create an environment which 
allows us to better compete for 
economic development 
onKjrtunities," she said. 

Oberndorf shared the six 
strategic areas that City Council 
has agreed will take Virginia 
Beach, as a "City on the Move," 
into the year 2000: 

■ Quality education and 
lifelong learning. 

■ Economic vitality. 

■ Safe communities. 

■ Cultural and recreational 
opp(»tunities. * 

■ Physical environment. 

■ Strengthening families. 
"We (council) set goals in 

order of priority and then come 
up with strategies to achieve 
these goals. This process ensures 
that our community can continue 
to be a good place in which, to 
live, to work, to play and to 
invest — a community of a 
lifetime." 



This Strategic planning 
led to a number of successes in 
Virginia Beach last year. 

Among others, the resort city 
experienced a "banner year" in 
terms of corporate growth and 
expansion. Fifteen new 
compffiiies were welcomed to the 
city, with the expansion or 
retention of an additicHial 12. 

"All this activity created more 
than 1,143 new jobs and resulted 
in capital investments exceeding 
$32 million," Oberndorf said. 

This year also began on a high 
note with the announcement that 
insurance corporation GEICO 
would be locating to Virginia 
Beach.

Resort hotel closer to reality

To co-exisi in hannony with 
nature, the study also suggests the 
building of four cnvinnimental 
learning centers to be located in 
False Cape State Parte. 

The centers are intended to "cater 
to groups ranging from high 
school to college classes whose 
teachers want to immerse them in 
the environment rather than having 
them stay in a upscale resort, to 
researchers and people affiliated 
with environmental groups and/or 
participating in packages set up by 
the lodge." 

The learning centers are expected 
to range from tent platforms with 
common kitchen and 
dining/meeting rooms, through 
two mid-priced types of 
accommodations to the upper end 
of the learning center lodgings and 
a bed-and-breakfast mini-False 
Cape Lodge. 

The cost of staying at the facility 



will vary widely, according to 
Callnin. It will run from $265 
per night for Uie main lodge to $20 
for a tent site. That way, can be 
available to mote peo|de. 

"Anyone can afford $20 for a toit 
site," Calhiin said. 

Although the design of die 
building has not been officially set, 
architect Roger F. Newill presented 
a nradel of the proposed False Cape 
Lodge. The proposed style will be 
fashioned after the private hunt 
clubs and old Coast Guard stations 
that existed in the Back Bay area in 
the late 1800s. The "feel of it is 
one of a fine hunt club combined 
with luxurious comfort in an 
outdoor-orientated, robust 
environment." 

Newill said the 200-room resort 
will offer "a rocking chair pCMch, 
bar, rental, specialty shops, a 
library, conference rooms, a party 
room, spa and health club, pool, 
and more."

Sweet Charlies, an eariy- 
producing strawberry that 
sometimes ripens as early as mid- 
April, probably suffered the most 
damage, Cullipher said "because 
it's a little more advanced now than 
it would normally be" due to the 
warm weatho'. 

Later varieties could be OK, he 
added, but figs will probably suffer 
some damage. 

Robert and Juanita Bums, who 
own Pungo Blueberries, wpon 
some crop damage although 
Juanita, like Cullipher, says it's 
too soon to tell exactly how much 
loss there is. The early blooms 
were burned "and we won't know 
much for a couple of weeks when 
the blooms come back out again." 

The Bums have a spriiMa 
system that {vovides some fro^ 
protection because the water 
"freezes around the branches and 
they stay at 32 degrees," she added. 
"Robert was out there for two 
nights last week sinaying, and our 
fields were covered in solid ke ^er 
two days and nights of spraying." 

The system worics, she added, but 
only' to a point Effims to salvage 
this year's crop were campiicaied 
"when our machine broke down fo- 
an hour one night, and that was an 
hour we should have been 
spraying. And the winds were so 
high we couldn't use our wind 
machine, which blows the wann 
air around the held." 

The early-blooming varieties (rf' 
blueberries were almost in ftUl 
bloom, and after the frost they'll 
have to start all over. "So die 
season might be a little late this 
year," she added. 

£▼611 AipmniglM, which 
thrives in cool weather, can't 
tolerate temperatures as tow as the 
ones we experienced last wedi; 
according to Douglie Munden, who 
grows this plant for sale at his 
Princen Aniw Rmd house. 

He expects that it will now be 
etfly April before his city's tody 
for sale. 

'*It stai^ to come up," te sud. 
"thai ttw fre^e burned it back, so I 
think it'll be utNmd the Ttm at 
April (bcfwe it'll be mdy). The

A wet winter has dda^ 
plowing, and some vegetables that 
should have been in the ground a 
few weeks ago are still being 
planted. 

"Some have put out potatoes 
already," Cullipher said, and at 
least one fanner has been able to 
plant peas, "but they should have 
been {rianted in February and hoie it 
is the middle of March" and some 
farmers are still awaiting dryer 
condituHis before diey idsuiL 

Farmers should also be prq»ring 
the soil right how to plant both 
sweet and field com, but only diose 
growers whose fields are located in 
the sandy, well-drained areas have 
been able to do much plowing so 
far, Cullipher said. 

"They usually start planting com 
die last week of March," he said, 
"so in March they need to prepare 
the soil. But we had seven inches 
of rain in Fel^uary, and we 
normally get about three or Ihree- 
and-one-half uiches." 

Evapor^on is slower during the 
winter when tin air is cold and the 
trees, which consume a tot of water 
during the growing season, ae 
dormfflit, and the thirsty com. that 
drinks a lot of water during the 
summer is absent from the fukls. 

Too nmch rain and south 
winds, that blow water into die 
fields in die low-lying areas around 
Back Bay, have dtunaged winter 
wheat crops, too. "The water has 
hurt the sond of whe^" Cullipher 
said. "Seme places had standing 
water for a couple of days, and 
about 24 hours is !dx)ut. as l(»g as 
plants can ^aiKi the water." 

Hie wet weatherals) debyed the 
a^Mcatkm of nitn^^ fertiliza'by 
almost a month. "It should have 
been done by Feb. 15," Cullipho^ 
!»ud, "and diey've just now finished 
it." To add insult to injury, too 
much rain leaches the nuoients, 
{»ticu]arty nitn%»i, frnn die soil. 

But while it's still too euiy to 
be sure what effects this year's 
%ange«%ittto'will have on aof^, 
mcMt otmuna^ l^tts Md ftowm 
have wettboedUie storms aid 
radically flucuiating tonpaattB^ 
with little or m duni^e, growos 
say.

"We haven't heard anyone say 
diat they lost anything," agreed 
Mike Nolin, manager of Atlai^ 
Garden Center. New leaves or 
blooms might have been frost- 
burned, he added, but "thefdiage 
is okay" so the plant is still 
basically healthy. He added that 
southern Virginia Beach's 
proximity to the ocean is a plus for 
ftower gardeners 'liecause the ctoser 
to die water, the warmerit is. And 
sometimes just a few degrees 
makes a tot of difference." 

This year's weadier, he added, 
"has been unusual" but while die 
early warmth encouraged early 
blooms he thinks that die growing 
season actually started earlier last 
year. "It seems like it broke eaite 
last year," he said. "We were really 
busy by this time last year, but it's 
supposed to get warmer diis wedt, 
so I expect diat next weekoid wiUi 
be very busy." 

While it's OK to set out 
evergreens uid, of course, pansies. 
now, don't put out sensitive plants 
like geraniums yet, he said. And if 
a frost does threaten your less htudy 
plants wrap them in burlap. We 
also sell a product called Wilt-Ptuf 
diat helps protect against die oM. 
And we've been selling a lot of 
mukh, that helps die plants." 

The recent fro^ almost certainly 
won't be the last one, Nolin aid 
others caution. Frosts can be 
expected in Uiis area through die 
middle of A|Mil, and Bums rec^ 
that she and her husband spent 
some sleepless nights graying 
early blooms last April when a 
mild winto- suddenly tum^ into a 
o^ firing. 

"We're not out of the woo* 
y<*," she said. "We'll have mere 
cold weatlwr. But I always say 
fiumers have to love wluu they do 
or they wouldn't be doing it"

When the fourth grade stud»its at 
Princess Anne Elementary hddced 
into the gym on Friday morning, 
some were dragging their feeL 
AftCT all, it was a 'TGIF" kind of a 
day and they were about laUway 
through it. 

Before the hour was over Uiough. 
the students discovered they had 
lighter feet, lighter spirits and a 
stronger sense of who they were as 
fourth graders. It was ail due to the 
charisma, agility, leadership 
abilities and soul of professor 
Rodney Williams from Longwood 
College. 

"Ladies and gentlemen," sakl 
Williams with a strong theatrical 
voice to the 125 students seated in 
the gym, "and I will address you as 
ladies and gentlemen until you 
show me otherwise. Then, I wiH 
mkiress you a boys and giris, and I 
will treat you as such saying 
'Little Johnnie do this or Little 
Johnnie don't do that"' 

It was not just the words that 
caught the student's attention, but 
the spirit of the man. his 
animation and hand gestures that 
accompanied his words. He is a 
dancer, light on his feet, agile, 
quick, graceful but with the energy 
and imagination of a child. Even 
when he is still, which isn't for 
long, his eyes are singing and 
dancing and music pays in his 
heart 

"I love teaching." he said. "But 
I love pwforming. too. I'm in my 
heaven when I'm dancing and 
singing." 

Williams is also disciplined and 
expected the same from the 
children. He gave them some basic 
ground rules of what he expected of 
them. The first was to pay 
attention to him and "no talking." 
He had something to share with 
them. 

"Me first," he told the children 
as he pointed to himself, "then 
you." 

After Williams set the ground 
rules, all 123 chUdrai stood and he 
began to teach them basic dace 
stqw. He did so with a rhythm and 
song in his voice that soureled 
much like np, then later went into 
African sounds. At his direction, 
the children would dance and nudce 
the sounds with him. Then they 
put the dnice to music. 



It wasn't long before all die 
children were laughing and dancing, 
lifting their heavy shoes higher 
than they had in a long time, 
twisting and turning, and shaking 
dieir hands freely. Most fotgoi 
they were in school and in physical 
education class. 

After the dancing, Williams 
instructed the students to give 
themselves a hand. 

"You deserve to pat yourselves 
on the back today for what you've 
learned and what you've done," he 
said. "And you should do that 
everyday, even If no-one else does." 

Williams then insuuctcd the 
children to sit and gave them a 
short animated pep talk about how 
to conduct themselves as fourth 
grad»^, their role in the school and 
their role in the eyes of youngo' 
students. He moved quickly 
among the students, touching dtem 
lightly and telling them how the 
responsibility was theirs. And the 
students loved it 

"It was a great experience," sakl 
9-year-old Erique Ridley. 

Ridley loves to dance, especially 
to rock and pop music^ 

Tia McClenney also enjoyed die 
special gym class. 

"It was great," she said. "I wish 
we could do more." 

McClenney said she doeai't 
dance much because she has no one 
widi whom to dance. 

But Williams said the need to 
move and dance is something we 
are bom with. 

"EvCTyone loves music," he said. 
"The first rhythm we hear is 
usually our mother's heartt>eat" 

Williams has been teachmg dance 
and theatre at Longwood College 
for six years. He goes into 
elementary schools during 
Christmas and Spring Breaks to 
give dance worksho[». 

"College students have a catsdn 
vibrancy," he said. "But childrwi 
feed me. They give me eaagy. 
When the light bulb comes on in 
them, you know it and you can see 
it. I'll soon be 40 and diey make 
me feel like I'm 20." 

Williams also feels it's important 
to share his love of dance ad 
theater widi the childroi. 

"If I share the love for daroe 
now, when diey get older they will 
use it." he said. "I'm trying to 
birth the next generation of 
dancers."

Physical education teacher Jerry 
Killmeyer was thrilled to be abk to 
bring Williams in for die students.

Williams said he has introduced 
his techniques for teaching danoe 
and behavior into some of the 
roughest schools imaginable, with 
good results. 

"Everyone wants to feel like diey 
are special," he said. "Bitt, 
whatever you 6o, you have to be in 
control." 

To Williams that "conind" 
means proper behavior and conduct 
at all times, and a willingness to 
listoi, team and then perfcmn. 

His wo(k has not only won him 
acclamation from his students but 
the community as well. 

He was selected as a "Virginia

Review committee supports School 
Board assessment on building needs 

Recommends new Bayside building

The Independent Review Committee 
(IRC) looked at the school bond 
referendum proposal and generally 
supported the facts and figures of the 
School Board, adding a recommendation 
to build a new Bayside Elementary 
School rather than renovate the old. 

The committee also concluded that the 
cost of the projects slated for the 
referendum, which is expected to be hekJ 
in November, might be 10 percent less 
than projected by the School Boad's 
figures. 

Last year the School Board confronted 
City Council with a request for a 
November 1997 bond issue to refurbish 
eight of the oldest schools in the city to 
bring them up to a prototype such as 
Corporate Landing and Christopher 
Farms at a cost of $63.5 million. 

Council deferred a referendum until 
November of this year to give the city 



time to compare the request with other 
needs in the city. Council also appointed 
the committee on Oct. 7 to review the 
School Board proposal. 

At a council workshop Tuesday, Dr. 
E.E. Brickell, chairman of the 
committee, said the committee found thai 
the seven schools on the list needed to be 
brought up to standard. 

He also said that the city's decision to 
go ahead with the demolition of the old 
W.T. Cooke School and the 
reconstruction of a new building prior to 
the bond referendum was the right 
ckcision. 

Brickell said that the committee would 
have the school board take one more hard 
look at Bayside with a view towml 
replacement rather than modernization. 

The difference estimated by the school 
staff is about $3 million, but Brickell 
said is estimate is "somewhat liberal," 
which is what the committee found to be 
the case in other cost estimates. 



He said the money for the Bayside 
project might be found in the savings of 
a proposed revision of the c<xnixitin' 
installation plan. 

The report explains that just recently, 
the School Board received a plan for 
computer installation in Virginia Beach 
schools which the school staff has 
estimated would create the possibility of 
reducing the space needs of each school 
by from 2,500 to 5,000 square feet with 
a resulting dollar savings. 

Brickell said that the Bayside school is 
an architectural monstrosity and noted 
that the school plan includes knocking 
down a third of the building. The plan, at 
a cost of S8.2 million, calls for the 
demolition of,25.581 square feet and the 
addition of 43,000 square feet. 

The Cooke school will cost 
approximately $10.6 million including 
$1.5 million for land. 

The other schools on the modernization 
list are Creeds, Woodstock, Shelton 
Park, Kempsville Meadows, Luxford and 
Thalia. 



Brickell, who served as supennlendent 
of Virginia Beach schools for 19 years 
and is now president of the Eastern 
Virginia Medical School, is joined on the 
committee by Dr. C. Fred Bateman who 
was superintendent of schools in 
Chesapeake for 15 years before his 
retirement; the Rev. E. Ray Cox; Robert 
W. Lyons, president of the Builders and 
Contractors Exchange, and Dr. Elaine P. 
Witty, acting dean for academic affairs 
and dean of the elementary curriculum at 
Norfolk State University. 

The eight schools in the modernization 
program will have a net gain of 204,422 
additional square feet, or a 47.3 percent 
expansion and 76 additional classrooms. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. said 
that diCTC has been a considerable amount 
of lobbying in the Bayside community.

Enthusiasts seek 
to recapture part 
of America's past

When poet Henry Wadsworth 
Longfeltow v/to» ^The Village 
Blacksmith," he never could have 
envisioned an America without 
blacksmiths and chestnut trees. 

It would have seemed a virtual 
impossi^j^ty to Longfellow: 

"Under a spreading chestnut tree 

The village smithy stands; 

The smith a might man is he. 

With large and sinewy hands; 

and the muscles of his brawny 

arms 

Are strong as iron bands." 

In Longfellow's time, the 
blacksmith was very much a part of 
every town and village across 
America. But the Industrial 
Revolution changed that. 

At the end of the 20th century, both 
blacksmiths and American chestnut 
trees are purported to be in very short 
supply. Both of these celebrated 
icons frcfm generations past seem to 
be endangered species these days. 



While visitors to the Adam 
ThorOughgood House had to settle fw 
magnolia trees rather than chestnut 
trees, blacksmiths from the Tidewater 
Blacksmith's Guild were very much 
in evidence at the site to provide 
guests with an opportunity to 
experience the sights, smells and 
sounds of blacksmithing as part of the 
ifistofic Trades in 17th-century 
Virginia program at the local 
landmark. 

Roberta Whisman, manager of the 
Thoroughgood House, commented 
upon the final demonstration program 
of the historic trades tour. 

"We focused in the tour on how the 
different trades fit into the daily life 
of the colonial period, and we used 
the collections in the house in order 
to show different trades. We have 
quite a few different items in our 
south parlor, which is our kitchen 
area, that were products of the 
blacksmith.

CHILD ABUSE PREVENTION MONTH 

The smallest victims 

M A mother has episodes during which she is 
verbally and physically abusive to her 
children. She wants to change. Her own 
childhood was spent in an alcoholic, abusive 
environment. She desperately wants help, 
including alternatives to the kind of life she ts 
now leading. 

M Two adolescent children have been emo- 
tionally and sexually abused by their 
stepfather. He is in jail and the children are in 
counseling, but the mother feels that she is 
near the breaking point 

M A caller asks about a friend who is a 
working mother and is stressed out because 
her 5-month-old won't sleep through the night. 
The friend fears that the mother will abuse the 
child because of stress. 

These calls to a child abuse and neglect 
"warm line" Indicate that in many cases, child 
abuse can be prevented. Abusive parents are 
often ordinary people caught in life situations 
beyond their control. They may be struggling 
with stress caused by illness, financial 
problems, alcohol or drug abuse, or 
immaturity. They may have little information 
— or misinformation — about how children 
grow. 

It is the misision of Child Abuse Prevention 
Month to make the public aware of 
prevention efforts. Families under stress can 
be helped with information about child 
development and parenting, support from 
friends and relatives, and with the aid of the 
community at large. 

Child abuse and neglect continue to be 
major problems in Virginia. In 1997, 10,269 
of Virginia's youngsters were involved in 
reported cases .of child abuse/neglect. 
Twenty-nine died from injuries attributable to 
abuse and neglect. In a large majority of these 
cases, the children suffered at the hands of 
family members — people they loved and 
should have been able to trust. 

During April. Child Abuse Prevention Month, 
people are asked to wear blue ribbons as a 
symbol of the need to be their best as a 
parent, child or community member. 

The blue ribbon campaign has local roots. In 
1989. a Chesapeake grandmother created it 
as a memorial to her 3-year-old grandson who 
died after being abused by his mother's 
boyfriend. Since then, the blue ribbon 
campaign has spread across the country as a 
way to promote awareness of the problem. 

This year, a new slant has been created for 
the campaign that will promote positive 
action by individuals and communities. It 
takes advantage of the definition of the term 
blue ribbon as "best" or "first place." 

Area residents can also support child abuse 
prevention by dining out on April 16th during 
the 16th annual Celebrity Night to benefit the 
Hampton Roads Committee to Prevent Child 
Abuse. Local sports, political, entertainment 
and media personalities will be serving up 
good food and great times at 10 restaurants 
in Norfolk. Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach. In turn, tips and T-shirt sale 
proceeds will help this worthy cause. 

Tying on a blue ribbon and dining out are 
two of the easiest ways residents can make a 
difference in the fight against child abuse and 
neglect. Be sure to do both.

We can 't leave the month of March 
without mentioning that March is 
desipated as Girl Scout Month. It is 
in honor of the first meeting held by 
Juliette Gor- 
don Low in 
America on 
March 12, 
1912. 

At that 
time the 
name for the 
organization 
was Girl 
Guides 
(brought 
over from 
England) un- 
til the name 
changed in 
1913 to the 
Girl Scouts. 
Girl Scouting 
is enjoyed by 
girls and 
adults from 
all cultural, re- 
ligious, ethnic and economic back- 
grounds. Members of the Girl Scouts 
and Girl Guides are in the largest 
international organization for the de- 
velopment of girls and young women, 
the World Association of Girl Guides 
and Girl Scouts. 

Low was bom in Savannah, Ga. in 
1860. She married William Low in 
1 885 and moved to England and Scot- 
land. In 1911, while living in Scot- 
land, she became acquainted with 
Lord Baden-Powell, founder of the 
Boy Scout and Girl Guide move- 
ments. It was at his encouragement 
that she became active in the girls' 
movement and started Girl Guide 
companies in England and Scotland. 
When she returned to the United 
States in 1912, Juliette" Low orga- 
nized the first American Girl Guides 
in Savannah. She began with 18 mem- 
bers and that first meeting, March 12, 
1912, became the Girl Scout birth- 
day. 

Low was elected president at the 
first Girl Scout convention, held in 
Washington in 1915. During that 
same year, a constitution and by laws 
were adopted. The organization was 
chartered by a special act of Con- 
gress in 1950 and was incorporated 
under the jaws of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The Girl Scouts, from the day it 
was started, has provided opportuni- 
ties for girls from all walks c|j|Hfe, 
givfngthemachance to develop their 
potential for becoming a vital part of 
their community. The Girl Scouts of 
America is the large voluntary orga- 
nization for girls in the woiid and 
over the years, more than 40 million 
people have been Girt Scouts at some 
time in their lives. Membership to- 
day includes more than 3 million 
girls and adult volunteers. They are 
found in more than 300 Girl Scout 
Councils throughout the United States 
and overseas. 

When a girl reaches age 6, she can 
bccomeamemberofaBrownie Troop 
of the Girl Scouts and can remain 
with the Brownies until age 8. From 
9 through 1 1 , girls can be membersof 



the Junior Girl Scouts; from age 12 
through 14, the Cadette Girl Scouts; 
and, from age 14 through 17, Senior 
Girl Scouts . No matter the age group, 
activities take place in a small group 
seuing. The adult leaders of each 
group or troop support the girls in 
their efforts to become responsible 
and self-reliant individuals. 

The Promise and Law, four pro- 
gram emphases and five worlds of 
interest form the nucleusof the scout- 
ing program for girls. They earn 
badges symbolizing their proficiency 
in a subject and are rewarded by a 
recognition system, thereby, gaining 
new skills and knowledge. From 
"Worlds to Explore" for girls age 6 
through I2to"WiderOpportunities" 
for young women 12 through 17, and 
anywhere in between, any girl can 
find a subject near and dear to hw 
heart From energy awareness, fash- 
ion and beauty, to camping, auto 
mechanics and money management, 
there is something for everyone. 
There's even an aviation badge. 

Over the years the uniforms for the 
Girl Scouts have traditionally re- 
mained the same; however, some 
changes are starting to evolve. In 
May 1994, T-shirts and leggings, 
cardigans and belt purses were intro- 
duced bypopular demand— the girls 
wanted something for when they were 
planting yees in the park or playing 
sports. The first uniform itself has 
undergone 175 modifications since 
1912. In the '70s skirts gave way to 
pants and some girls even wear a 
baseball cap in place of the more 
formal beret. Whatever the changes, 
however, the traditional uniform is 
preferred for the formal flag cct- 
emony. 

The Francis Land House held a 
special exhibit that began March 7 
and ran through March 26. This ex- 
hibit included Girl Scouts memora- 
bilia featuring uniforms and hats firom 
the early 1900s and beyond; Scout 
dolls from the Brownie Elf to the 
Cabbage Patch and badges, patches 
and pins. The exhibit was co-spon- 
sored by the Archives Committee of 
the Colonial Coast Girl Scout Coun- 
cil. What a wonderful way to jso- 
mote the Girt Scout history.

Janet Zitt: lUe ■principaUd' approacH

Janet Zitt didn't take the u-aditional 
approach to a career in education, but the 
end results have been noteworthy. 

On May 1, the Thoroughgood Elementary 
School assistant principal will he honored 
by the Virginia Association of Elementary 
Principals as 1998 Outstanding Principal of 
the Year. 

"I'm not your ti-aditional educator," she 
explained. "Although I'm told as a child I 
always said I wanted to be a teacher and go 
to William and Mary, I guess teaching has 
always been something that has attracted 
me. I initially started by undergraduate 
degree in therapeutic recreation working 
with children with disabilities. That's the 
path I took into education — special 
education." 

A Virginia Beach native, Zitt spent four 
years in the classroom before joining the 
Virginia Beach Public Schools' Central 
Office as an instiuctional specialist. 

"Initially the job was one of helping 
teachers — a teacher to help other teachers. 
It evolved into a more administrative 
position where we processed students 
identified for special education. As I was in 
that job I decided I needed more training in 
the adminisuative area," she said. 

So Zitt went back to school, earning a 
master's degree in supervision 
administration. 

"That's when I became very interested in 
elementary school and leaving the special 
education arena. I felt with the skills I had I 
could do more with the broader community 
than just special education. I could have a 
more positive impact on a larger number of 
people if I spread my wings." 

Zitt came to Thoroughgood Elementary 
six years ago. 

"I really enjoy this job because of the 
diversity it offers. It's not like you're doing 
one thing all day long. You're constantly 
dealing with a lot of issues and problem 
solving. On any given morning what rnay be 
on your planner you might not get to until 
after the children leave or your last meeting 
of the day. It's little things that happen in 
the course of the day," she said. 

Along with her. administrative 
responsibilities at Thoroughgood, Zitt is 
involved with all aspects of school life. She 
was institimental in establishment of the 
school's Parent Resource Center and 
Computer Lab, and she is active with action 
teams for parent involvement, at-risk 
students, reading achievement and 
technology. 

A 17-year veteran of the Virginia Beach 
schools, Zitt's philosophy of education is 
grounded in a team approach. 

"I believe that you gain more by wo-king 
with people to develop them in a leadership 
way rather than to direct them in your way. I 
believe in a team effort. We're here for a 
greater cause — the children. Every 
decision we make is based on what's right 
for children." 

During her tenure with the Virginia Beach 
schools, Zitt has served on numerous 
division committees for curricula and 
special education. She is a member of the 
schools' Standards and Evaluation Task 
Force, which is developing measurable 
personnel evaluation standaurds. 

In addition, she has made state and local 
presentations on special education topics 
and at-risk students and has published an 
article on discipline in The Virginia 
Principal. 

Zitt is a graduate of Cox High School. She 
received a bachelor's degree in education 
from Virginia Teach and master's degrees 
from the College of William and Mary and 
George Washington University. She is 
active in the Pine Ridge Civic League and 
is an assistant Sunday school teacher.

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Tidewater Blacksmith's Guiid forges friendsliips

he required the services of a full 
time blacksmith was good. 

"We don't have direct evidence of 
it, but he probably could ha'^« 
(maintained a blacksmith on his 
property), agreed Whisman. 

In the early years of the Virginia 
colony, tradesmen of all kinds were 
recruited from England — and 
elsewhere — in an attempt to 
provide the essential services to the 
plantaliwis and settlements. 

Adam Thoroughgood no doubt 
recruited his share of tradesmen as' 
indentured servants, and it's likely 
that a blacksmith was among 
them. 

Of all the tradesman, perhaps 
none was more vital than the 
blacksmith. 

Although most spa:ialized 
ironwork was imported, most of 
the few smiths in the colony in 
those formative years were kept 
busy repairing broken articles, 
fabricating small tools, and 
producing other modest iron 
commodities. 

Since there were few towns in 
early 17th-century Virginia, most 
blacksmiths worked on plantations: 
Because plantations sought 
inexpensive labor, most of these 
smiths were indentured servants 
who operated those smithies. 

Only the largest plantations 
could bear the expense of 
maintaining a full time blacksmith 
because it was difficult on one 
plantation to keep a such a man 
productively engaged. These 
prominent planters were willing 
and eager to permit their 
blacksmiths to render work for 
their neighbors in exchange for 
other considerations. 

According to John T. Keene, Jr. 
in "The Nail Making Industry in 
Early Virginia," a shortage of 
blacksmiths plagued the colony 
because of "competition from other 
pursuits." When the indentures of 
the younger smiths who had 
exchanged their labor for passage to 
America had expired, these former 
servants tended to forsake their 
trade in preference to establishing 
their own farms. 

Blacksmiths from the 
Tidewater Blacksmith's Guild were 
in abundance at the Thoroughgood 
House. They spent an afternoon 
displaying their products, 
demonstrating their skills, and 
perfecting their craft. 

"His hair is crisp, and black, 
and long, 

His face is like the tan; 

His brow is wet with honest 
sweat. 

He earns whate'ver he can, 

And looks the whole world in the 

face. 

For he owes not any man." 

Tom Herendeen, vice president of 
the guild, said that his organization 
began about three years ago when 
he and a friend attended several 
blacksmith outings in northern 
Virginia. 



"We decided that we wanted to 
become blacksmiths," Pktcndeen 
said. "We had metalworicing 
..background most of our woriciiig 
life and wanted to apply it to this 
trade. The more we started getting 
' into it we found a national 
organization caljed ABANA 
(Artists-Blacksmiths Association 
of North America) and we contacted 
them." 

ABANA provided Herendeen and 
his friends with a list of ABANA 
members in the Tidewater area 
After those members were 
contacted individually, a 
preliminary meeting was held to 
get the 15 individual members 
together. 

Since then, the Tidewater 
Blacksmith's Guild has grown to 
35 members. 

"Week in, week out, from morn 
till night, 

You can hear his bellows blow; 

You can hear him swing his 
heavy sledge, 

With measured beat and stow. 

Like a sexton ringing the village 
bell. 

When the evening sun is low." 

In the early years of the Virginia 
colony, nails were at a premium. 

"Until we had enough steel and 
enough smiths in this country, we 
had to import our nails from 
England," Herendeen said. "We had 
to pay for them, and England didn't 
want to lose that sale because they 
were marking it up." 

England was even reluctant to 
send the colonies the raw materials 
from which nails could be forged. 
"It wasn't until we were here for a 
while that we developed a kind of a 
scrap yard effect," Herendeen said. 
"Once that happened, blacksmiths 
were able to get a hold of some 
more metal and make the needed 
items here in the colonies without 
having to import it from England," 
he observed. 

Hand-forged nails were a very 
valuable commodity in the 
formative years of the colony. 
Settlers who were heading 
westward would move out of their 
cabins, burn them to the ground, 
and collect the nails before moving 
to a new homestead. 

"The people would sift dirough 
the ashes, pull out the nails and 
hardware, and pack that out. 
Because that was worth more than 
the cabin," he added. 

Blacksmiths of the past worked 
with wrought iron which is not 
generally available in the 20th 
century, so today's smiths usually 
work with hot rolled steel which is 
a mild steel that is readily available 
in sizes and shapes that are more 
easily managed at die forge. 

Pete Cillla of the guild has 
dreamed of being a blacksmith for 
as long as he can remember. 

"I was born and raised in 
Knowlton, Wis., which is situated 
in the central part of the state, and 
went to a two-room schoolhouse," 
Ciula said. "We had an outhouse 
until I was about eight years old 



and we lived in a rural 
neighborhood," he recalled. 

"My dad worked at the papa 
mill, but we still farmed," said 
Ciula. "We had a neighbor who 
did blacksmithing and once in a 
while something would get brdcen 
— the plows would need refacing 
and we'd take it down to the local 
blacksmith. I was maybe 4, 5 or 6 
when I first saw it (blacksmith at 
work). That pretty much hooked 
me on it. Ever since then, I waited 
to work with hot steel." 

"And children coming home 
from school 

Look in the open door; 

They love to see the flaming 
forge. 

And fwar the bellows roar, 

And catch the burning sparks 
that fly 

Like chaff from a threshing 
floor." 

About two years ago, Ciula who 
owns his own commercial 
maintenance business, decided to 
try his hand at blacksmithing. 

"This has always been my dream. 
It's always been in the back of my 
head — all my life," Ciula recalled. 

After searching most of 
Tidewater, Ciula found his first 
anvil in a Smithfield antique shop 
and learned of the guild on the 
same day. Since then, he has built 
himself a gas forge and spends 
evenings in his driveway practicing 
his art. 

"This is something I'll do for the 
rest of my life," Ciula said. 
"When that steel's hot and red, it's 
so soft that it's just like hitting 
putty. It's just fun to do." 

Another guild member, Tony 
Pirrone, learned most of he knows 
about the origin of his craft from 
"The Art of Blacksmithing" by 
Alex W. Bealer. Pirrone found the 
book while visiting Colonial 
Williamsburg in 1975. 

Pirrone became involved in 
blacksmithing because he needed 
some ornamental hooks for 
decorating his den with nautical 
items. While he couldn't find 

exactly what he needed, he did find 
Bealer's book. He quickly became 
fascinated and began crafting 
simple items such as "s" hooks in 
his garage for his own use. 

"I have a forge in my backyard...! 
still do very simple things.. .some 
gardening tools, a few pokers, and 
a lot of fireplace things," Pirrone 
explained. 

During Pirrone's career in the 
Navy, he spent a good cfeal of time 
in Italy, Spain, and finally in 
Portugal. What he saw in Eun^ 
impressed him. . 

"I saw the beautiful artwork djoe 
— the lamps in Portugal — so 
when I came back I was kind of 
atU'acted to wrought iron, but I 
didn't know how to do it. I've 
learned everything through books," 
headded. 

Another more recent influence on 
Pirrone was Colonial 
Williamsburg's master blacksmith 
Peter Ross. 

"He gave us a demonstration

amazement and curiosity, so 
museum workers took that chance 
to educate them about ^uarium 
maintenance and the work that 
went into the facelift. 

First, die fish, all of which are 
saltwater species that would 
typically live in the southern 
Chesapeake Bay, were removed to a 
holding facility. 

Then the aquarium and filtration 
system were shut down so that 
gravel, decorations, plumbing and 
filtration system were ronoved. 
Old paint was scraped from the 
sides, and the viewing window was 
buffed and polished. Tlien wwkCTS 
added a fresh coat of paint and the 
filter and filtration system were 
upgraded before the aquarium 
reopened earlier this month. 

TTien die fish were added, a few at 
a time to allow the new filtration 
system time to adjust. The species 
now on exhibit include kingfish, 
croaker, kingfish, flounder and 
soiped bass. 

Finally, after about seven weeks 
of work, the renovated aquaium 
was back on display. 

"I just went to England." said a 
frequent museum visitor on a 
recait day, "aid I got t»ck and it 
was done." 

"After 12 years, aquaium 
technology had changed a lot," 
Perry said, "So we redid tiK 
filUMim syMem. it's easier vo keep 
it now. Aiidwe pve the aquaium 
aEKsUft."

to just stand here and watch the 
fish." 

There are more than 25 spa;ies of 
fish in the aquarium, which 
simulates the area around the first 
rock pile at the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel. Rocks and barnacles 
provide a convenient home for the 
fish, and the aquarium gradually 
gets deeper, as does the Chesapeake 
Bay at that point. 

"It's (the mouth of die 
Chesapeake Bay) a fisherman's 
dream," Perry said. The fish are all 
year-round Virginia residents, so 
the water's kept at about room 
temperature "whkih is perfecUy fine 
for Chesapeake Bay fish" who 
survive in both warm and cool 
waters. 

This aquarium was die museum's 
largest until the 1996 expansion, 
which added a 70,000-gallon 
facility for sea turtles and ihe 



Norfolk Canyon exhibit, a 
300,0(X)-gallon underwater exhibit 
Uiat simulates die Norfolk Canyon, 
located off of the Virginia Beach 
coast. 

Some of the fish at die museum 
include a 75-pound red drum, and 
other creatures who live at die 
museum include sharks, octipi, 
horseshoe crabs and river (Hters. 

The museum also includes a sea 
turtle hatchling laboratory, 
interactive exhibits, an Imax 
Uieater, a shorebird aviary and a salt 
marsh preserve with trails and a 
boardwalk. But die fish continue 
to be a major calling card, Jones 
said, especially anxind die 3 p.m. 
feedings, when visitors can watch 
the fish scramble f« food. 

"This is the most mteresting 
place I've ever worked," adcfed 
Jones.

Pirrone has obviously derived 
great satisfaction from developing 
his craft. 

He observed, "I think the diing 
that I like most about it 
[blacksmithing] is that when you 
make something and you make it 
well, as long as you keep it in die 
house and keep it oiled that thing 
will last for generations," he said. 

"So I like the durability of die 
things," he observed. "Another 
thing I like about it is that you 
make something you can't tell 
whedier this was made today or 50 
years or 100 years ago. If they are 
all made by the same process, only 
a metallurgist or somebody in dK 
Smithsonian could tell you how 
old it was." 

"We are all amateurs," Pirrone 
said of the members of die guild. 
"There are better and worse. I'm not 
die best at all," he readily admitted. 

"Toiling — rejoicing — 
sorrowing. 

Onward through life he goes;

Michael Keeney, another guild 
member, has been interested in 
blacksmithing for the last 1 5 years, 
but he has only become actively 
involved during die last five years.

Trading Post and "fooled around" 
widi it a little on his own and was 
not accomplishing much so 
Keeney enrolled in the John C. 
Campbell Folk School in western 
North Carolina. 

"That got me going," he said. 
"I've since taken about five classes 
over there and did a lot on my 
own." 

Keeney was modest about his 
skill as a blacksmith. 

"Oh, probably intermediate," said 
Keeney of his skill level. "I've 
still got a lot to learn, a lot to 
learn." 

According to Herendeen, a 
blacksmith's apprenticeship in 
colonial times might have lasted 
for 10 or 12 years. At which time, . 
the apprentice would become a 
journeyman and either continue to 
work for his master smith or go 
out on his own. After working 
through die years in his trade, die 
journeyman would eventually 
become a master smidj himsdf. 

Members of the Tidewater 



Blacksmith's Guild tended to be 
modest about their abilities as 
blacksmidis. They readily admitted 
that they have a lot to learn, but 
diey're working toward becoming 
master smidis diemselves. 

"I'm always working in that 
direcdon," laughed Tom Herendeen. 
"And I'll be working in diat 
direction for a long time. Whedier 
I get there or not remains to be 
seen." 

Whether they become master 
smidis is a just matter of time and 
experience. While they're headed 
down that road, the Tidewater 
Blacksmith's Guild will cotainly 
recruit more dian a few friends and 
adminos.
